manifestations of public disapproval by an immediate assumption of 
lofty detachment, but the other indispensably component of the uni- 
versity— the. undergraduate— is not always able to do this.

Angina Pectoris.

Mr, Oldham centred his attention 
on Africa'and India. "In Africa," he 
said, "exploitation must cease." For 
the past forty or fifty years European 
nations have boon carving out their 
shares In that large continent, and 
now must tako upon themselves tho 
burden of continuing its destiny in 
tho coming days. 

The natives ot Africa have come to 
regard Christianity as the "white 
men's religion," since they use It to 
meet their own ends by overcoming 
llKun in mean ways to a large extent. 
This view of 'Christianity Is not a 
surprising conclusion for the African 
to take, wben we -consider the 
methods employed by merchants In 
their relations with tho people, and 
also when the European nations have 
been sotting equally as bad examples 
v^in their connection with the country. 

.The speaker then cited facts which 
showed that Britain was not wholly 
unaware of tho situation, and that 
government action had been urged — 
but that is not enough. 
._„Ia India a.8imllar situation is th« 
. case, but not to the same extent, which 
lie showed. 

'" •ïh^ 'address ' was' * 'eStreinely ap- 
propriate to the time, and everyone 
present not only listened with keen 
attention but surely got à glimpse of 
a large and critical undertaking. 

Dr. Sbarraan, who needs no word 
of Introduction to any student circle, 
in America, was also proseut at tho 
mcotiog, and expressed bis satistac- 
ilon at hearing of McGiU's entrance 
.nto the Canadian Student Christian 
Movement, and wished it every suc- 
-esa, hoping that wo at McGUhwUl 
erive no small amount of benefit 
: om this affiliation in the wide con- 
deration ot universities. 
The orchestra which has been 
.)lng excellent work this season at 
.sose and. other academic functions is 
.I'uly deserving of much credit for tb« 
decided contribution to the occasion. 
I'hey bave a knack of playing the 
hymns in tho appropriate manner, 
not too slow nor too fast, but to the

'*A ibiif^ii estimate would place their 
njiiqijbir. at eighteen to twenty thou- 
saiid. They demand, therefore, con- 
sideration.' I have already said they 
hkve suffered from not being under- 
stood. 

' '■^l'hë tiamè iiài uséd as early at 
j,t86. Certain Russian sectarians ob- 
]écl«d to the use of icons, and were 
called Icouobors (Image-wrestlers). 
On the same lines, the name Doukho- 
bors (spirit-wrestlers) was formed, to 
describe those whom thie Orthodox 
Russian Church considered to be 
w^^t'llng against the.Holy Spirit. The 
tiàme has since been explained by 
tbomselves to mean thai they wrestle 
sbt^against but in favor of the Spirit 
oj^^^ritth. Since 1886 they have called 
thjni^lves the Christian Community 
i^linilversai Brotherhood. 
^^^0 belief is one of the 

rèiùits of a movement whose begin- 
i)Jf}f.. can be traced as far back us 
Wj^àiif and HusB, in the fourteenth 
•)t4r')'^6^»'^t> centuries. The main 
IdflÀ.ls that of "Man's moral responsi- 
hjïi^y to Qod," which the Doukhobors 
hive "carried farther, in their outward 
démonstrations at any rate, than any 
other seét, ' ' "'• 
fiOt the commencement of the Douk- 
llbbior sect it would be impossible *o 
giyis the exact date of lU appearance, 
or fto draw a line between the fluctu- 
ating currenU of opinion which 
flwed together to form it and its 
doctrines. Thore Is a theory that it 
y/ft^ founded by a Quaker who visited 
' wu8ia in the eighteenth centiiry, but 
nw;'lB very doubtful, although there

^crtption. No wonder It disgusted 
]nxp|feBsed lovers of peace. 
•'•ifWhat distinguished them from 
other sects was their strong tendency 
to reject all External authorities. And 
^iS this place two characterisH'c's may 
e quoted: 
(1) A reliance on the workings of 
reason 




and westward over Southern Russia, 
with adherents in various parts of the 
empira .As io usual with upsta.t 
sectsi the Doukhobors were perse- 
cuted. The Emperor Paul of Russia, 
1799, however, protected, them till be 
heard that they preached against any 
form of government Alexander I., 
1801-25, In his early years showed 
himself humane and tolerant. He did 
not allow them to proselytize, how- 
ever, and finally approved of a plan 
to segregate them In a fertile district 
called the Milky Waters, situated at 
thq neck of the peninsula of the 
Crimea. This plan was carried out 
in part. One difficulty in the way 
was that Doukhobors who were serfs 
were not permitted to leave their 
masters. On the other band, peasants 
who saw a chance of getting land in 
the Milky Waters dlétrict were eager 
to Join the sect. Despite these 
reasons, the settlement succeeded. 
By 1816 there were nine villages with 
a population of 1,459 males. A larfce 
number still remained scattered over 
Russia, but as this settlement in- 
cluded the ancestors of those who 
came to Canada we shall confer our- 
selves to *hem. 

During time of persecution it was 
found necessary to have a leader and 
we find that this apparently demo- 
cratic sect had fallen under the au- 
thority of an autocrat— at this time 
Kapoustin— who though wise in his 
direction, was yet an absolute ruler. 
He it was who who introduced com- 
munity of goods, even extending the 
practice of community of women who 
held little . better position than 
"goods." Kapoustin. taught the 
Doukhobors to be reserved, "shy and 
cautious — concealing their beliefs 
from outsiders. He was careful him- 
self and showed exceptional tact in 
not imposing his authority so strongly 
on any as to make it oppressive, but 
each individual imagined that he wag 
the equal of every other and had un 
equal voice in affairs. 

The successors of Kapoustin hud 
not his genius nor tact. They fell to 
using force to carry out their decrees 
and established a reign" of terror. 
This was the real cause of an edict 
of the government in 1839— ordering 
them to be transported to the Cau- 
casus. In all more than four thou- 
sand left their homes in the Milky 
Water for the Wet Mountains — a 
district in, the barren hill copntry ot 
the Caucasus. The government evi- 
dently thoufîht .hat opposing the 
peaceful Doul:hobors to the rough 
hill-men of the Wet Mountains would 
be a sure way to exterminate the 
sect. On the contrary, the tribes- 
men were favorably impressed by 
their non-resistent neighbors, who 
when molested neither retaliated nor 
sought police intervention. The 
Mohammedans of tlie vicinity likewise 
decided that they were a worthy 
people deserving protection, and that 
they were decidedly not Christians. 
"We know the Christians," said they, 
"the Christlanc always fight." 

The climate of the Wet MounUilns' 
was severe. Wheat could not oe 
cultivated, and even barley grew there 
with difficulty. ,IJut the Doukhobu'-B 
by Industry, mutual helpfulness and 
simplicity of life prospered. /.s 
time went on they spread out and 
increased, until fifty years later thoy 
numbered 21,000 people. Settled in 
three districrs. During this half 
century the sect had had throe leaders 
of little note. One thing that bun 
grown on the minds of the people 
during these periods was the idea that 
their leaders were of divine origin. 
This notion, was encouraged by the 
fourth leader, 'Peter Kolmikof, who 
on his death bed indicated his wife, 
Soureriya Kalmikova, as the one in 
whom tho Holy Spirit would re.U 
itself. She died apparently without 
an heir, but to the surprise of tie 
local authorities a suitable claimacit 
promptly appeared in the person of 
Peter Veri?in, a native of tho village 
of SiavyonkI, in the government ot 
L-'lizovetpul. He was young, haml- 
bome, had had . some education, and

jand be was banished -to Siberia early 
'in 1894. In this connection' it Is sur^- 
I prising to note to what extent the 
devotion of thesH peopip led them, and 
the efforts that s'ere beins made to 
keep in touch with the exiled leader. 
His influenpé umpng them was greit, 
and continually increased as he sent 
back to them messages of instruction 
and hope. In 1893 an epistle of five 
tenets were, brought in which be in-, 
iroduced new manners of living. Is 
before, they were to — 

1. Serve one God; but 

2. Since war offends Ood, not to 
perform military 'service.' 

3. To divide up property equally — 
none to be richer. 

4. To cease from killing animals 
for food, and to abstain from the use 
of intoxicants and tobacco. 

5,. To refrain from sexual relations 
(at least during the time ot their 
tribulaUon). 

Of these, the first was readily ac- 
cepted. The pecond ha'd' beén a bone 
of contention for many years, and 
they willingly obeyed. The third 
suited many of them. To cease from 
killing animalà; for food was no hard- 
ship, as few Russian peasants eat 
much meat. Abstinence from Intoxi- 
cants and tobacco was difficult for 
some (even as now), but Verigln's in- 
fluence was strong enough to enforce 
this. The lest proved more difficult, 
but that this too was obeyed to a 
large extent is evident from the small 
number of young children' among 
them when they came to Canada. 

Yet the Doukhobors did not reseive 
these decrees without some objection, 
and a temporary' split resulted, and 
muchhard feeling àrosé over this and 
other questions. 

I have taken considerable time 
with the Doukhobor life before they 
left Russia, but I think it is justified, 
because if we are to understand them 
in their new home we must see the 
forces that guided them in the old 
forces that guided them in the old. 
Wo have now come to a turning point 
in their history. 

As constant disturbances in settle- 
ments, splits into parties, and general 
distractions have shcnnif^the Doukho- 
bors were never saftliffed^ with their 
homes in tho Wet Mountains. They 
did not understand the cause, but it 
was only human nature to acquit 
themselves and look for the disturb- 
ing' power outside. - Tliis they found 
in tho Russian governinent. The sect 
had long felt that lit left alone with- 
out any outside intervention, they 
could govern themselves, so at each 
demand on the part of the govern- 
ment they were ineej^sed. The ques- 
tions of taxes, of proselytizing, had 
long caused- trouble, biit the chief 
difficulty was the conscription law. 
Tho persecution they withstood after 
the decree of 'Verigin was extreme. 
The government could do little. Con- 
scription was disliked all over Russia. 
If the Doukhobors had been exempted, 
their sect would soon ' have outnum- 
bered the Orthodox Church. So they 
continued to suffer. Instances of 
flogging of men and women, im- 
prisonment and bahldhment were 
frequent occurrenc4fe,'^hile the pen- 
alty of death was often Inflicted. 

Tho only hope for them now was to 
leave Russia for a land where they 
would be tolerated at least. They all 
believed in an ideal place where no 
one worked, all life was sacred, and 
men might live on the fruit from the 
trees. 

They agitated and. petitioned seem- 
ingly to no avail. Finally, early in 
1.898, permission to leave Russia was 
granted to them oh the conditions: 

1. That they should go at their own 
expose. ^ > 

2. That those who had been called 
on for military service and those who 
were In Siberia should remain to work 
out their sentences. 

3. That if any ever return^ they 
should be banished to distant parts- 
of Siberia. 

For an illiterate peasant sect like 
the Doukhobors these were almost im- 
possible conditions, and it is a great 
tribute to their spirit that they were 
not daunted. They had no leader, 
no organization, and they made blun- 
ders and mistakes, but each indi- 
vidual and each family contributed 
until 7,363 of their number were 
comfortably settled In Canadi. Hut 
this Is a long way off, and we mutt 
not get ahead of our story. 

The first mo'/ë toward the end thiéy 
desired was to 'deiid out ïcoùts to de- 
termine a .nutable plâci for their new 
fcttlemcn:. Two men, Ivan Ivin and 
I iipr Mdhr.itof w:th their famines, 
W4>r« cht-aeu. Thcv visited Cyphuj 
•H1.U reported that ic was altogolaw 
uasnited,-b: ■ were too late to pre-^ent 
the temporary migration of over n 
thousand people to this island. 

Tho next object of their enquiry 
was Canada. The two families, with 
Dr. A. Hliskof, nephew of a minister 
in the Russian government, and Mr.

Mr. Maude were 'left to mafeaxiu'ke- 
menta themselves. ° It was necessary 
now to select some suitable part of 
the country. The Doukhobors wished 
to be settled in a compact community. 
The first locality visited was near 
Kdmonton. A promising location was 
selected, but this wai: refused on the 
grounds that a political dispute was 
ragiing over thaVj^art.' Finally, a de- 
cision was reached, and three diff^- 
ent locations in' Saskatchewan de- 
termined on, as It was not possible 
to get one large 'feriiough and yet suit- 
able in other rèfepects. These wore, 
(1) The North of Thunder Hill. (2) 
Tlie South Corokir with an annex 
called Devil's take Colony. (3) The 
Saskatchewan CoWiee — comprising 
in all six hundred square miles. 

The Canadian 'authorities, were quite 
explicit about the conditions on which 
the Doukhobor'b Siiigbt ?om<! to Can 
a^a. They wVfe to make' ejitry in 
the usual way for each homestead. 
They would have to supply vital sta- 
tistics — conform " to the laws and pay 
their taxes. The inducement to 
them to conie.,if Jl)e M,IMtia. Act was 
offered, und(^,)y^Ç|ch.,t^çjy, wiih* pyier 
secttv as Mepripijiites,, Quakers, etc., 
were exempt from Military service. 

A special concession was made to 
them in that they were not required 
to perform, on each separate homo 
stead, the work fegally necessary be- 
fore a horaestead'cah become Indivi- 
dual property, "but were allowed to 
do an equivalent quantity of work on 
any part ot the townships they took 
up. 

These demands and offerà ifere ac 
cepted by li)e"deli^gates théii In' Can 
ada and those ''in'* 'Engïà'nd'; "âo the 
migration began. ' - ' 

Two steamers— the Lake • Superior 
and the LAke Huron — each made two 
voyages carrying Doukhobors to Can 
ada in 1899. On the first steamer, 
L. Soulerzbitsky had them in charge, 
and great credit Is duo to him who 
so ably handled the 2,100 strangers, 
both in organizing them adn during 
the Journey. ' ' " 

Two ot the^fbuf'stlieiltfttdB Hhd to 
go into quarantine on account of in 
fectious Illness. This detained them 
for a month in the Gulf ot St. Law 
rence. 

The land reserved in the northern 
and south3m colonies was not suf- 
ficent for all the Doukhobors, so after 
nearly 6,000 had settled In those parts 
— an overflowing colony — comprising 
the larger part of the Doukhobors 
who came on the'>-<foiirth steamer, 
settled 'on land' in'.fhe, Prince Albert 
district near the North' Saskatchewan 
river. 

The first year of life was very trj'- 
ing. About 5,000 of tixem had ar- 
rived almost penniless. Ignorant of 
the country, of .'ts'Ways, and of tho 
language, the task^betorc them dur 
ing the summer anfl autumn was to 
earn by wage-labor sufficient to 
carry them through 'till the next year, 
when they might hope to have har- 
vests of their own. Before the win- 
ter set in they had also to erect 
houses for themselves and shelter for 
their cattle, to ^obtain such household 
furniture and utensils as thoy re- 
quired, to procure' agriculture im- 
plements, and to break and sow and 
plant what parts they 'could. 

It waajbu^éitace of such difficul- 
ties that'uFbeÈt side of their nature 
showed Itself. Their perseverance, 
endurance and willingness to co- 
operate were remarkable. . Those 
who did not leave , tlie quarantine 
were, of course, too bip to do any- 
thing in the way'of ij^^ttng là this 
year and had it not been for the help 
rendered them by the .Philadelphia 
Friends ours might have been a sad 
story' indeed to tell. > 

Other organizatipos - likewise con- 
tributed and once 'past the critical 
point they began to prosper. 

The government Supplied seed for 
t^e spring 'sowing aiid from that time 
onwards tiiere never was a nipment 
when the financYa}^ success of the 
Doiikhobor settiènaient' tn Canada was 
In any doubt . During 1900 their 
prosperity continued and in 1902 they 
br,gan paying back the money that had 
been advanced to thiem- from differ- 
ent quarters. 

This was a good argument in their 
favor. Their reward did not come, 
however, without much labor and 
sacrifice. Nor was • their life as 
peaceful and fre^e from discord as it 
might have beéi}^ "- ^hè question of 
communal aga'inst' private ownership 
arose. For a few years, earlier in 
their history, the' sect had practised 
communal ownership under Kapous 
tin. As a result of the influence of 
Leo Tolstoy or the , present leader, 
this form of pipp^Hy holdjn'^ was 
again introduced.' . When the Douk- 
hobors reached, Canada most of them 
fully Intended {p 'live communally. 
Indeed, in the first 'instance, most of 
them had no clftpicd.
